After months of detailed 
preperation and organization, 
the well-kept secret of the be- 
Zinning of the military ex- 
ertises was broken less than 
two hours before midnight to 
the nation’s newspapers which 
are today publishing in their 
columns Orders to all Re- 
serves on the date, time and 
place for reporting for serv- 
ice. (See page three). 

By noon today, according 
t the Defence Service Law. 
all Reservists will have learn- 
ed of the time to report. Re- 
servists who do not report for 
service are liable to prosecu- 
tion for being absent without 
leave. The maximum penalty 
is two years in prison 

In his Order of the Day. the 
Chief of the General Staff. 
Rav-Aloof Yigee!l Yadin. said 
that civiliens as well as sol- 
diers will be put to the test. 
and called upon the nation 
to carry out its duties to make 
ii manoeuvres a success. 


Soldiers Priorities 

In another order published 
by the Chief of Staff, sol- 
diers will have priority over 
civillans with regard to means 
of transportation 

Soldiers will be admitted fret 
to vehicles, and may use any free 
spece in taxis, buses. seroplanes. 
shipa. of other public meats of 
trameport. 

Drivers of public comveyrances to 
whom fares are paid are obliged 
to assist soldiers in the use of 
their priority. 

Any document that proves the 
bearer serves with a whit of the 
Armed Forces is eufficient to en- 
titie him to priorities. 

Persons who hinder soldiers in 
the use of their priority will be 
lable to penalties laid down in the

TEL AVIV, Sunday. — The 


General Staff is aware that
